The Need Is Great 

Funds For Rapid Transit 
To Be Voted By People 

The growing support for enactment 
legislation will—in the long run-result m 
permitting a vote of the people on construction funding 

for a high-speed, area-wide 
rapid transit system. 

This was the observation 
made this week by C. M. 

Gillis added, "amplify this 
Rapid Transit District gen¬ 
eral manager, who said the 
problem of meeting the need 
for rapid transit facilities is 
"still very much with us.” 

"And today’s newspapers,” 

Gilliss added, "amplify this 
fact with the affirmation by 
state highway engineers that 
‘impossible’ traffic condi¬ 
tions are developing on some 
freeways and that others not 
yet built face the same 
fate.” 

In commenting on the As¬ 
sembly Transportation and 
Commerce Committee’s de¬ 
cision to hold the transit fi¬ 
nancing bill in committee, 

Gillis said:

By the next 
time they are able to con¬ 
sider the District’s legisla¬ 
tive recommendations, our 
representatives 1 n Sacra¬ 
mento will be more knowl¬ 
edgeable as to all the as¬ 
pects of the program. 

“And they will be deluged 
with support for action from 
the thousands of enlightened 
citizens who are aware that 
we must proceed to build a 
rapid transit system if we 
are to have truly balanced 
transportation.”

"These new toll and mess¬ 
age unit rates will appear 
on all cusomer bills dated 
on or after June 11,” Schuil 
continued. 

“Message units will be re¬ 
duced from 4.25 cents each 
to 4.05 cents. Starting June 
10, message unit calls will 
be charged at the new rate,” 
he said. 

New long distance rates 
between .points in California 
also became effective June 
10. Calls over 80 miles with¬ 
in California will cost five to 
25 cents less for the first 
three minutes, depending on 
the distance and type of call. 
Some charges for additional 
time talked also will be less. 

In addition to reaucing its 
rates, California Water &
